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The only requisites for traveling in North Korea are a personal identification 
ecard and a cholera certificate. All persons must receive cholera shots before 
making a trip. Written permission from the traveler's "section" leader is 
desirable but not necessary and most travelers do not bother to obtain it. Each 
district in North korea is divided into “sactions", each “seotion" usually 
consiating of about 29 families. 


inspections by uniformed membera of the Railway Constabulary (Ch'ol To Ky dug 
Pi Tae BK ie Rae ae ) are being conducted in all reilway stations. 
Usually an indfector adits ‘next to the ticket seller and all ticket purchasers 
ere required to show him their ideutification carcs and cholera certificates 
befera a ticket can be purchesed. The inspection is superficial, except when 
the purchaser is considered suspicious, Those regerded as suspicious are 
generally young people botween the ages of 16 end 23 who do not belong to any 
"official® (North Xorean Jomunist Governmant sponsored) organization or 
‘hese persons carrying a large emount, or a peculiar kind, of luggage. Sucoh : 
questions as the following are usually asked; "are you a member of any political 
party or offioial organization? "If not, why not?” “Where are you going?” 
“What is the purpose of your trio?” Members of the Railwey Constabulary also 
mové about in the giation before train time and often question persons who are 
waittzg for trains. 


Theres are foar or jive inevectore on each train, Almeat all the inspestors on 

the caine are in uniform, Only two plain clothes inspectors were personally 
observed on treins in Nort: Korea during July, These were on a train running . 
between Pyongyang (Heijo) (125-44, 39-01) and Chongju (Teishu) (125-12, 39-42). : 
The inspectors do aot ride the same train from its point of origin to its fina. 
Ceatination, but are repleced by cther inspectcrs along the route. ‘The inspec sors 
go through the entive train and question all suspicious persons. However, the 
number of persons questioned is very low in preportion to the sumber of

of the Railway Constabulary. Suspicious passengers ere often removed from

the Railvay Constabulary who seema to be primarily interested in ascerteining 
whether the peraon under suspicion is familiar with the information contained on

For en individual or a farily in North Koree ¢o move from a residence in one 
section to On in another section is a difficult and involved procedure. A 
permit must first be obtained from the leeder of the section from which the 
individuel or family is moving and must be signed by the leader of the.district. 
After moving into the nev residence, the individual or ramily must submit the 
permit to the nev section Isader who forwards it to his district leader.
